ton of great na tonal umprovementa, by appropriations 
from the pabhe treasury, it has occurred to me, that 
there 1s one other source from which means may be 
obtained to accomplish such an object, within a very 
short apace of time. 1 would propose that the Char- 
ter of the UL States Bank be renewed on te mu- 
tually acceptable to the Government and to the Stock. 
holders, on condition that the Bank shall construct a 
Raid road trom the city of Richmond to Mobile, or 
some other pout on navyable water sufficient for 
sieam boats of a large clasa, im the State of Alabama ;
